Chancellor McHe 


Santa Cruz students will now have the opportunity 
to beautify their campus under the expert guidance 
of professional gardener Alan Chadwick. Plans are 
under way for vegetable gardens and beds of cutting 
flowers, and two areas of the campus will be developed 
with indigenous wildflowers. Philosophy professor 
Paul Lee and geography professor Ray Collett have 
done extensive work planning the garden project. 
However, they emphasize that the students them- 
Selves now have a chance to do what they want with 
campus landscaping and gardening. 

Mr. Chadwick expressed enthusiasm at the re- 
sponse of students to the project, and said that he 
is willing to teach them all he can so that they will 
be able to make the gardens exactly what they want. 
A native of England, he has studied horticulture 
extensively there, and in France where he learned 
about hotbed vegetable culture and studied methods 
of fruit growing. Among his specialties are grafting, 
germination, and pollination techniques. 

For the Santa Cruz campus, he suggests terracing 
the area around the swimming pool to prevent further 
erosion, planting a herbal border along the edge 
of the road to the Field House, and growing vegetables 
on the campus for use in the dining halls. Mr. Chad- 
wick also recommends planting wildflowers in the 
dell beside the path between the library and the 
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Mr. Alan Chadwick prepcres the plot

Many donations have been 
received from people in Santa 
Cruz. The Restaurant Fran- 
cais donated the counter; John 
Durcan, one of the security 
officers, donated a refrigera- 
tor. But more chairs are still 
needed, 


Chuck Garner, who will be 
managing the Kite for the 
co-op, needs from five to ten 
students to work various 
shifts. Al Diludovico, the 
manager of the Catalyst, 
sounded the basic need: ‘‘ What 
we’re mainly interested in is 
participation -- and the way to 
participate is to buy a share 
of stock,”’ 


The motto of the Kite, ex- 
pressed on its menu, is; ‘Like 
everything else around here, 
it’s temporary.’’

Those in attendance seemed 
to agree that Professor Pow- 
ell’s arguments were both 
thought-provoking and mind- 
stimulating. 


Marat, a leader in the French 
Revolution. But it is in the 
form of a play performed by 
insane actors and written by 
a Marquis whose productions 
were quite popular in 1808; 
the elite of Paris came reg- 
ularly to the asylum at Char- 
enton to see them performed. 
Lastly, the whole production 
is modern, written in 1964 
by the German playwrite 
Weiss. 

Robert Mooney, director of 
the play, says that this is one 
of the few successful efforts 
at blending the two main cur- 
rents in modern theatre. It 
puts a Becket style on a 
Brechtian vehicle. The play 
is written in verse and lar- 
gely set tou music.

Professor James was edu- 
cated at Aberystwyth in Wales 
and Trinity College, Cam- 
bridge with primary emphasis 
on philosophy and literature. 
His most famous work isSkep- 

which phil- 
osophically refutes the once 
widely held principles for ana- 
lyzing literature, expoundec 
by LE, Richards. 

Professor and Mrs. James 
came to America from the 
University of South Hampton 
where he was Vice-Chan- 
cellor. A vice-chancellor in 
England, he explained, is com- 
parable to the president of an 
American University. In gen- 
eral, the chancellor of an 
English university is mostly a 
titular position held by a 
nobleman, preferably of the 
Royal Family. Their prestige 

_ has kept English universities 
remarkably free from govern- 
ment interference considering 
the large governmental sub- 
sidies to the universities. 

Professor and Mrs. James 
graciously expressed a desire 
that students and faculty feel 
free to call on them at their 
apartment in the Coweil Fac-

ulty Residence House. 

Christopher Morris, emin- 
ent Social -Historian, and ex- 
pert on games of all sorts, 
especially crickett, will con- 
duct a pro-seminar’ on English 
Society from the Reformation 
to the Glorious Revolution. 
Allegedly he will present the 
material with a constitutional 
bias and give little stress to 
the economic factors affecting 
the period. 

At 61, Professor Morris, an 
acknowledged expert on the 
Tudor Period, rare books, and 
English Religious Constitu- 
tional History, is almost rea- 
dy to publish the first part of 
a rnonumental History of Po- 
litical Thought. The first of 
the three parts will deal with 
the Ancient World through St. 
Augustine, 

Professor Morris, a fellow 
of Kings College, Cambridge, 
is head of the large Kings Col- 
lege Library which contains 
many unique and rare works. 
His own book collection is also 
quite famous. He has lectured 
in India at the request of the 
British Government, and at 
Princeton University in Am- 
erica, 

Mrs, Morris, who will ac- 
company her husband. is also 
a distinguished scholar. Ac- 
cording to John Dizikes of 
Cowell College, she has been 
considered the world’s great- 
est authority on pickles. Al- 
So, she is a gastronomic ex- 
pert and has written a famous 


book called Portrait of a Chef. 
Among her other interests and 


~ accomplishments are several 


works on Elizabethan litera- 
ture.

ris, and a good friend of both, 

they are independent thinkers 
and encourage their students 
to develop independent modes: 
of thought. 

Two of the most interesting 
courses of the spring quar- 
ter will be offered by Norman 
Gottwald, Associate Dean of 
Berkeley’s Graduate Theolo- 
gical Union. The first is the 
Sociology of the Hebrew Peo- 
ple as found in the Old Test- 
ament. The second is Pro- 
phetic Mysticism and Para- 
psychology. 

Reverend Gottwald, one of 
the most famous theologians 
in the United States, received 
his Ph.D. at Columbia, and 
has lectured at Princeton, 
Brown, and Brandeis. In 1960 
he became a Fulbright Schol- 
ar and took his sabbatical at’ 
the Hebrew University in Is- 
rael, 

While studying at the.East- 
ern Baptist Theological Sem- 
inary, Reverend Gottwald par- 
ticipated in Psychedelic Re- 
search at Harvard University 
with Dr. Lee and Dr. Leary.
